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M7 dear Mr.' Presidents 

I have refrained from troubling 70U with the contents of 
this letter as long as I possl,bl 7 could. But I have flnall 7 
decided that a personal letter to 70U Is, In the end, In 70ur 
Interest and In the countrf's Interest. 

1 am slmpl7 transcribing notes which I set down about two 
weeks ago— and which concern, and must concern, an7 leader of 
this countrf. 

I was Lee Oswald ' a cablnieate on the' 83 MIRIOH LTKES, which 
sailed from Hew Orleans to France In September*Ootober, 1959 . 

I have reoentlf been the subject of surveillance, of harass- 
ment, of pressure tactics, and posslblf of terror taotlos. 

First, In September, when I was teaching In Japan, some- 
one broke Into m7 house, rifled m7 papers, but stole nothing. 

I returned to the United States shortl7 thereafter. Back In 
Texas, I was suddenl7 and lmprobabl7 the subject of a blitz V ^ 
contacts b7 telephone from persons wanting to know urgsntl7 stoV" 
lnslstentl7 what I knew or remembered about Oswald. Ho one 
aexed me anything . about Os wald since the time of the Warren 
Commission Investigation twelve 7ears ago. The blitz of calls 
came out of the blue. It was hlghl7 Improbable, and, after 
the break-ln, I was suspicious* I stalled these people, who 
represented two major national publications. During this 
period of non-cooperation, 1 received another surprise, another 
"first* for mo. Two Iranian gentlemen appeared .at 107 front door. 

N7 mother's house was up for sale and tho7 were Iprospeotlve 
bu7ers. 1 small ad had been placed In the paper. The Iranians 
strode through the rooms In a ver7 oursor7, almost arrogant 
manner, paced off the front 7ard, and drove awa7. The sale of 
the house had been discussed on the telephone among famll7; a 
small ad boon placed. 0nl7 one other couple showed up to 
look at the house, neither I, nor 1117 mother, who Is 63, had 
ever received a visit from Iranian gentlemen before. 

One of the parties which has blitzed me with telephone calls 
■tr7ing to persuade me to tell them what I know about Oswald, 'Is 
engaged In a ver7 costl7 project which allows them to locate, J ( / 
Interview, monitor, and Influence ever7 single available ^erfof 
who ever knew Lee Oswald— and this. Just In advance 0/ 
governm^tal Investigation b7 the House Select Oomml^ 
kseaiiJ.Mtlons. 
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but to allow tha publication's rsprsssntatlws to sxplaln their 
project to me In person. After a lunch with this researcher, 

I was told that if I had refused even to meet with him, pressure 
was in the offing through two Midland menj Mr. Jim Allison, 
publisher of the ultra-oonaervatlTe Reporter-IelegrM , 
ployer (out of necessity, and for the moment.;, and George 
Bush, Jr. The researcher said he had * 

Mr. Beamls (?), chairman of the Republican Party in Virginia 
and owner of "a string of hotels" In that .state, 
persuading me to tell what I know about Oswald, fiter this 
Jewelatlon, and when I still refused to be Interviewed, the 
publication's leg-man made an effort to purchase my knowledge 

about Oswald. I refused, and he left. ^ . 

Shortly thereafter, my mother discovered ttot her tele- 
phone had been tampered with. The casing around the dialing 
apparatus b ed been pulled out about one-half Inch. It was so 
obvious as to be grotesque. But we cannot 'doubt that someone 
entered the house at a time when I was at work and my mother 
was away; she returned to the house, however, at an unaccustomed 

time. 



I have been In anguish for weeks, Mr. President, trying 
my best to laugh at my apprehensions and to see these events 
as fortuitous ones. Bxperlence, common sense, and logic 
persuade me otherwise. So I have been compelled to react 
to all this In the form of a statement— and It may shed some 
light on the reasons for the Intrusions Into my life; 

Speaking as the man who spent more than two weeks In the 
same ship's cabin with lfla_ilawald at the time ot hia 1959 
"defection", and speaking as a mam who has been the subject 
of the above-described taotlqa_nf cowards, 1 offer the 
following considerations to the American people and to 
people everywhere: ^ 

1. It Is CIA and PBI relations with Lee Oswald which have been 

covered up since Rovember 22, 1963. j j * . 

2. It Is the OIA and the PBI which have concealed and destroyed 
evidence of their relations with Oswald prior to Movember 22, 

3. It Is the OIA which has, from the beginning, fabricated or 
distorted certain Cuba-Oswald relations, and certain 0“®*“ 

JPK relations, as a smokescreen and decoy to conceal the 

OIA-Oswald relationship. ... * 

4. I can testify, and others can testify, that the OIA did “o' 
conduct a real Investigation of the so-called defector Oswald 
In 1959. The OIA has long been concerned about witnesses 
who can testify to this oversight on their part. 







5« They did not conduct a real Investigation because Mr. Oswald 
was a bogus defector* 

6* The OIA Is concerned lest the knowledge that Osw^d was a 

fake defector In 1959* Unking him to OIA, also link him 

with CIA on Hovember 22 , 1963* But there Is an Impressive 
body of evidence that OIA used— and abused— Oswald as late 

as November. 1963* u i *.* 

7, It la the 0IA“0swald relation and the -FBI-Oswald relation 
which have necessitated the thirteen-year ooyer-up. 

8* A necessary conclusion Is that OIA and FBI elements in 19o3 
are suspect In the assassination of John Fitzgerald Kennedy* 
9* The assassination of John Kennedy has every appearance of 
having been our first American coup d* fctat * 



Mr* President I as a man, -a father, and a oonoerned citizen, 

I believe that you would act energetically also, If you were In 
my shoes* I believe that you should bo aware of the fact that 
one of your fellow-citizens does not feel that he, hie wife and 
three children, and his mother, are safe In Midland, Texas. 

I conclude, Mr* President, by assuring you that I have 
the most enormous respect for you and the most hope-inspiring 
Indications of your good will, as of your rare ability to lead 
the nation* Without flattery, you are quite simply political 
light of this period In history* God be with you. 

I apologize for the crude and, doubtless, offensive tone 

of this letter*
